Better late than never,” 
was the I'eaoUun frum David 
Anderaun» Liberal MP for Li>

will he made rjf the effects of 
oil spills on the Bi’itisb Colum¬ 
bia oogst. 

"I'm a little dlsappulnted 
that it took the guvernmeitt 
tiiret months to act on our 
lec.ommendation, but I’m sa¬ 


tisfied neverthelesi," Ander¬ 
son said in an intetview from 
OtUiwa Monday. 

I'hf study will be done by 
Howard Paish and Asaoolates 
of VanotHiver and wiU cover 
southwestern Vancouver Is¬ 
land, Juan de Fuoa Strait and 
the Strait of Ueurgla. 

Knvirunment Minister Jack 
Davis said the consultants 
will assess *'tlie snoln- 
eounctmio effects of putentiai 


spills of Alaska oil on the 
shoreline and marine environ- 
menl." 

The study, Davis said, 
would be uuiupleted within six 
months. 

Aitderson iiointed out that 
such a study had been recom¬ 
mended last June by tlie Com¬ 
mons’ committee on pollutipn 
and environmental control, of 
which he is chairman. 

"I think this study will give 


us a lot of technical details 
wtiicti weren't dealt with in 
the report oX my uommlttee," 
he said. 

Announcement uf the study 
followed a Sunday night state¬ 
ment by President NUon 
which has been interpreted as 
hintinil strongly that he will 
soon approve the controver¬ 
sial trans-Alaska pipeline.

He said any traveller plan¬ 
ning to visit any of the ooun- 
tries should h# vacclnattd be¬ 
fore departure, because of the 
recent cholera outbreaks.

of birds in this ooastat ooni- 
muiiity. 

At least .'kit) birds have died 
since Tliursday and the toll 
liintinued to rise Monday, al- 
thougii the volume of deallis 
has begun to decline. The 
deaHis affected mostly small 
birds, such as sparrows, 
warblers and thrushes. 

Residents reixirted seeing 
birds Hying erratically, smasii- 
ing into windowa, cars and 
liuildings, losing balance while 
IM'rched on tree branches and 
icIeiiiHine wires and sunpJy 
dropping dead.

"Weve licard reiKirts 
well auttienticaled that Idg- 
ger liirds like eagjet, owls 
and ravens are now dying 
and the deaths have been no¬ 
ticed as far away as fiO miles 
up the Skecna River.

aggrieved peHy In the current exchange with 
Britain over the greet ipy scandal. The pose of in- 
juivd innocence is neither becoming nor Impressive. 

Following the British decision to expel 90 Rus¬ 
sian nationals, some of them with di^omatk 
status, and to refuse re entry to another all on 
the basis of disclosures by a defecting officer of the 
Soviet secret police, the Kremlin baa over-reacted 
with pretest, threats and accusation of the dellber* 
ate fabrication of inflammatory charges. 

But, up to Monday, there had been no refer¬ 
ence In the Russian press or on radio to the flight 
of a highly-placed secret police official or the Brit¬ 
ish expulsion order, made on the basis of documen¬ 
tary evidence the man brought with him when he 
sought asylum. 

With what dignity It could muster, the Krem¬ 
lin demanded that Great Britain reacind the expul¬ 
sion order. But at the same time it added accusa¬ 
tions that will make it impoaslble for London to re¬ 
treat a single step to lessen Moacow*e humiliation. 

The British allegations, said the Kremlin, are 
' ungrounded and fabricated with obviously provoc¬ 
ative alms, hostile to the Soviet Union." 

The British response to such a note, couched 
in such offensive terms, can be nothing but rejec¬ 
tion. ' 

And in that event the Soviet Union must inevi¬ 


tably implement its threat "to take correapondbig 
icply measures." That would mean expulsion of 


Britons from Moacow and the cooling to an unpre¬ 
dictable extent of relations between the two coun¬ 
tries. 

There is possibly more to come horn the dis- 
c'KMures of the defector. There have been hints that 
the Soviet espionage system he exposes has ramifi¬ 
cations far beyond the British borders. But even 
without further charges, the damage of the current 
confrontation could be serious. 

At a time when West and East seemed bent 
upon a more harmonious relatianahip — with the 
Berlin agi'eement only needing the finishing 
touches, European security discussions within 
reach, mutual reduction of aimed forces a possibili¬ 
ty, and agreement on strategic arms a prospect ^ 
the diplomatic impasse between London and Mos¬ 
cow should not be allowed to damage the machin¬ 
ery by which these encouraging exchanges have 
be^ so laboriously built. 

The British, however, cannot retreat, believing 
in the Justice of their case. It remains for the Rus¬ 
sians to use dlacretlon in the manner in which they 
carry out their threatened reprisals. 

Protestations of innocence become rather fu¬ 
tile when no one can possibly believe that In¬ 
telligence organizations only exist to guard secrets 
at home and never venture to send their agents 
abroad. An American president had the embarras¬ 
sing experience of denying a high-flying spy mis¬ 
sion, it will be recall^, only to have the pilot 
produced by the Soviet authorities.

We cannot agi'ee with a spokesman for the 
newer group, Wayne Turner, on one point he has 
made. Mr, Turner says the public "couldn’t even 
evaluate Courtney Haddock's accomplishment, be¬ 
cause nobody has any idea what he set out to do." 

In fact, the mayor said very dearly at the out¬ 
set what he was setting out to do. He wanted, he 
said,' to hold down taxes, and at the same time to 
concentrate the cityia activities "on the growth of 
conditions which encourage the flow of private In- 
v€*stment into our city." He wanted to ftoster devel¬ 


opment which would help ease the load on residen¬ 
tial taxpayers. 

But we certainly agree that, as Mr. Turner 
says, council candidates have been able to get elect¬ 
ed without platforms, without prior commitments 
tar the public, and without taking a definite stand 
on a^ contentious Issue.

tremes meet lies exactly op¬ 
posite to the fartheet away 
from the centre of the errone¬ 
ous straight-line image at the 
political scale. 


The two key labels in thia 
context are "left" and "right" 
whioh have oome to denote in 
the iHJbllo mind "progreas" 
and "raaotiun." 

These mental and emo¬ 
tional amoolatkins stem from 
the widaapread image of the 
political Boala aa atralghl line 
whioh stretches from an ima¬ 
ginary mid-point in istth di¬ 
rections to its left and right 
extremes. 

Starting from the hypotheti¬ 
cal political dead centre in 
Canada there are to (he left 
increasingly "radical" ahadea 
of "libaraliam" which blanda 
into soolaiiam and through tho 
“new left" eventually reaches 
toe end of that part at the 
scale in the assorted brands 
of Communism. 


The real phikiaophioal, ideo¬ 
logical and political atruggie 
it thus not between the left 
and the right but between de- 
moonuiy and totalitarianaim. 

Since the polltioal apeotrum 
dees not foUow a straight line 
but forma a oirole, the left 
and right labals are largely 
Irrelevant, unJem one cuts flie 
circle, in one's imagination, 
into ita democratic and totali¬ 
tarian halves. 

That dune, one can then 
move left and right from the 
middle point of each of the 
two semi-oirolea. In that ease, 
however, die demooratk po¬ 
litical scale ends both left and 


right where the totalitarian 
begins. 

How many people know 
where flw left and right terms 
that are used ao oereieaaly in 
our poliUoal terminology and 
imagery have come from and 
what their original meaning 
was? 

Like many other miaconoep- 
tkms that plague the contem¬ 
porary poUdcal scene, the la¬ 
belling apringi from the Ume 
of the French Revolution. 


In 1781, when the newly 
elected French Parliament 
met, the "radlcais" seated 
themaelves on the left and the 
“moderatos" on die right akla 
of the ohamher. That waa die 
beginning of the "left" and 
"right" labelling. 

By that yardsdok. our left 
today would be composed of

the Tories, tha NDPa and the 
Soorada, wbtit the Qrita would 
be our pollUcal right. This 
alone illustrates the absurdity 
of die perversion of the inidal 
meaning of those terms. 

if another example of this 
oonfuslng nonsense were 
needed, how about the Marx¬ 
ist reformers such as Dubcek 
being labelled both right-wing 
and left-wing extremist, de¬ 
pending on who doee the la¬ 
belling? 

The original, puraly ac¬ 
cidental, association of the 
term "left" with redicala end 
the term "right" with moder- 
atee (both in the context of 
French politics 180 years aso) 
may have made some sense 
wliile the whole body politic 
ofierated within the same 
framework of rationai damo- 
oratic asaumiitktns of toler- 
anoe and avolutlonary 
ciuutge. But the advent of the 
totalitarian framework of po¬ 
litical violence in the first 
decades of this century made 
nonsense of the left-right sym¬ 
bolism

The "extreme left" la thus 
pieturad aa an extenaion of 
11 b a r a 1 i a m and sooiallam 
which are deemed to be "pro¬ 
gressive" and tharetors de¬ 
sirable. Hence tha fashionable 
flirting with everything that 
calls itself left. The more rad¬ 
ical it cleima to ba, the imu*# 
fashionable It la. 

To tha right of the centre 
are in this linear imagery 
several variedes of "conser¬ 
vatism" which pi'esumably 
bientl into fascism. Hince fas¬ 
cism is, quite rightly, seen as 
the ultimate political horror, 
everything right-of-uentre is 
automatically suspect of dan- 
genftjs "reactionary" tenden¬ 
cies. 

Having exiteiTenced Ixitti fas¬ 
cist and communist rule, I am 
convinced that the popular 
image of the political scale as 
a straight line Is absolutely 
false. Both in theory and 
praedee, the line forms a cir¬ 
cle.

Some of tha ASU electiona 
were fair, but othera were 
not, the government excluding 
potentially hoatile Candidatai 
from tha liata.

The school, which has a 
normal 23-etudent enrolment 
and a staff of six. draws Its 
students equally from the Vlo- 
toria-Vanoouver lyrea. other 
parts of Canada and the U.S., 
witti queries coming in from 
Mexico. 


Sheffield, who has been with 
the school since its opening in 
September, 1968, said the Indi¬ 
vidual programs In the school 
favor mainly a reading sehed- 
uie. 

Group Instruction takes hie 
form of practical arts and 
crafts classes, he said. 

The school was oridelzed 
last year by Social Credit 
MLA Agnes Kiipps, who said 
of the school, *‘£ducatlon as I 
know it is non-existent.” 

Founded by Durrie and five 
others. Including Sheffield and 
his wife, the school was fin¬ 
anced by gifts and interest- 
free loans. 

Tuition fees were 81,000 per 
year, and children were 
enrolled from age 5 through 
17. 

Sheffield said the regular 
education curriculum was 
available, but "nobody ever 
asked for it." 

He said Durrie left the 
school this sununer because 
"he became discouraged.” 


Strike Ending

KDMONTON (CP) — A 
settlement was reached Sat¬ 
urday In a week-old strike 
by 310 service workers at 
Mlseiioordia Hospital wtw had 
been restricted in their pick¬ 
eting by a court order.

In a statement Issued after 
hli arrival In Anchorage tn 
welcome Emperor Hirohlto of 
Japan on his two-hour atof>- 
over, Nixon said, "Secretary 
Morton Informed nte just 
prior to my departure from 
Washington that the depart¬ 
ment of Interior is in the final 
stages of preparing the legal¬ 
ly-mandated environmental 
statement of the pipeline pro¬ 
posal.” 

That statement, Nbeon said, 
"win examine not only the en- 
vironmenUI impact of the 
pipeline and marine transport 
system, but also their eco¬ 
nomic tonpact on the sUte of 
Alaska, their effect on Alas¬ 
kan natives and the alterna¬ 
tive means for movement of 
Arctic oil.” 

Morton has raised the possi¬ 
bility of an oil line route 
through Canada in an Inter¬ 
view with U.S. News and 
World Repoget. 

He said Ottawa had not 
been apprnaclied about the 
possibility, but a gas pipeline 
was already planned in Cana¬ 
da. 

"Now. If there Is going to be 
a gas pipeline through Cana¬ 
da, that raises the question t 
Why not bring the oil out that 
way, too?" Morton said. 

Anderson said It was signifi¬ 
cant that the U.S.. for the 
first time, has Indicated It is^ 
considering a Canadian pipe¬ 
line route. 

The feasibility of construct¬ 
ing an oil pipeline through the 
Mackenzie Valley, Anderson 
said, would have to be looked 
into, hut In any case, Cana¬ 
dians "have won time.” 

Anderson said It appears 
the U.S. government has rea¬ 
lized the promises of the oil 
companies as to the safety of 
carrying oU by ship "don't 
amount to a hill of beans.” 

He also speculated that 
Morton would oppose the oil 


tanker route and that Nbeon 
"will be acting outside the 
fU.S.) law” if he apfvovcs 
* transportation of oil from 
Alaska to Washington state 
along the West Coast of &C. 
without first investigating 
possible altematlves. 

"Until now, the U.S.’s posi¬ 
tion has been that they don't 
have to k)ok at alternatives 
offered by other countries, but 
Mr. Morton suted that he is 
required to do so under the 
U.S. Environmenul Protec¬ 
tion Act of 1969," Anderson 
said. 

It’s also on the grounds of 
that act, he said, that the fed¬ 


eral government would likely 
seek an injunction in the U.8. 
courU against the oU Unkar 
route, should Nbeon eventual¬ 
ly approve such a scheme. 

"Now we know at least that 
the U.S. will have to make a 
thorough investigation' into 
this possibility (the Canadifin 
pipeline) which will give us 
time,” he said.

Connaghan said the associa¬ 
tion has tried In vain to per¬ 
suade outside contractors to 
abandon their national agree¬ 
ments and join the CLRA. 
Many B.C.-based contractors 
within the aaaoclatlon hold na- 
tkmal agreements and do so 
without damaging their fellow 
B.C. contractors, he said. 

Steps are also being taken 
to test the legality of national 
agreements. “The labor rela¬ 
tions board has already ruled 
In one instance that a national 
agreement was Invalid, and 
we consider this a test case." 

He said he is confident the 
provincial government will 
agree that everyone doing 
business in B.C. should be 
subject to the same labor re¬ 
lations pressures. 

National agreement signers 
from outside the province 
have contrilHited to the insta¬ 
bility of the construction In¬ 
dus^ in B.C. 

Connaghan predicted that 
1972 could be one of the most 
productive construction years 
In the province’s history if the 
industry can avoid a strike or 
lockout. Forty-«ix contracts 
covering about 50,(X)0 trade- 
men come up for renewal in 
the spring.

Could China 
Become 
Tissue Tiger?

^ater because of the adverse 
publicity which might arise 
from unavoidable ourtoilmant 
of the supply.’’

Little Data 

“Vs location is hydrodyna- 
micaily complex, since it ia 
adjacent to Saanich Inlet on 
one side and to the turbulent 
Sonsum Narrows on the 
odier.”

Bishop Cridge Centre Opens to Single Parent 

Orphanage Gives Way to Fam ily Needs

When the Protestant 
Oiphanage was opened 
in 1873, there wei'e 
always plenty of children 
in need of a home. 

But things change over the 
years, and in 1971, orphans 
are as scarce as hens teeth. 

So the directors of the or¬ 
phanage, renamed the Bishop 
<3idg» Centre for the Fami¬ 
ly, looked around for other 
unmet neede.- and decided 
that the single parent, espe¬ 
cially the one on social assis¬ 
tance. generally lives in dire 
straits. 

The problems he faces 
aren’t confined simply to get¬ 
ting good accommodation and 


paying the rent. Life becomes 
even more difficult for the 
parent who wants to get back 
to work and bring home a 
reasonable income. 

Then the problems of baby 
sitting come up — who will 
look after the children, and 
how can those costa be met? 

And this is where Hayward 
Heights comes in. 

That is the name given for 
the site oi the old orphanage, 
where to date 29 new housing 
units and three group homes 
have been built, at a cos* of 
$535,600. 

Rents Repay 

This first phase of an ul¬ 
timate $5,105,350 development 
on 12H acres will be officially 
opened at 2:30 p.m. today.' 

Central Mortgage and Hous¬ 


ing CtMporation has loaned 69 
per cent of the cost to date, 
and rents for the units will 
repay that loan. The remain¬ 
ing 31 per cent came out of 
Bishop Cridge Centre funds. 

Rents for the two-bedroom 
homes will be $92 a month; 
for three-bedroom homes $120 
a month, and the four- 
bedroom homes will rent for 
$140 a month. Tenants will 
pay utilities. 

The centre’s executive 
director Jack Hawthorne said 
Monday that all units have 
been rented, and he is hopeful 
that many of the tenants will 
be able to get to work as soon 
as they have moved in and 
the children are settled with 
proper care. 

For him, and for other staff 
members, especially program 
director Terry Brown, the

There’s the day program 
and the evening program, and 
or course housing supervision. 

“We could do with more 
volunteers here to help run 
programs for the children,’’ 
Hawthorn said. “Anyone who 
likes to work with children is 
welcome, especially those 
whh a talent such as P.E. 
ability, painting or woodwork¬ 
ing.” 

Day Care 

Hawthorn said day care is 
provided in the original or¬ 
phanage building both for 
children in the development 
and some from outside — 
present attendance is 35, and 
they have applied for a li¬ 
cence to take more children. 


The children who were liv¬ 
ing in the orphanage have 
been moved into the group 
homes that have been incor¬ 
porated in the development, 
each taking eight children in 
addition to the group home 
parents. 

Besides the day-care pro¬ 
gram there is an active pro¬ 
gram during the evenings, 
wrhich includes talcing the 
youngsters roller skating or 
swimming, as well as activi¬ 
ties at the home. 

'The program, in addition to 
ghlng day care to pre¬ 
schoolers, also provides for 
younger children who would 
otherwise come home from 
school to an empty house. 

“This is one big area which 
Is uncovered by any provin¬ 
cial program,” Hawthorn 
said, “but I can’t see that the 


woman who has to work 
shifts, or who has to work 
weekends should be treated 
differently from toe one who 
works during the day time.” 

Home Help 

He said that he feels with 
young children toe only an¬ 
swer to this problem is to 
have care in the txxne, and he 
is ho{^g that this kind of aid 
can be given by people living 
in toe dev^opment under toe 
supervision of administrative 
people. 

It is also hoped that recrea¬ 
tional or instructional pro¬ 
grams can be arranged for 
the adult tenants. “But first 
we would like them to get 
together and decide what they 
want,” Hawthorn said. 

Each house is furnished 


with stove, refrigerator and 
drapes, and the use ot the 
common laundry equipment is 
free. 

Greatest feature of each 
unit is probably the amount of 
storage space — closets, cup¬ 
boards and shel\ing in profu¬ 
sion in most rooms and hall¬ 
ways. 

Each unit also has an out¬ 
side shed to store bicycles 
and otoer equipment. 

Natural Contours 

“I really toink we got great 
value for toe money.’* Hawth¬ 
orn said. Average cost of toe 
housing units was $15,725. 
Group home cost was higher 
— $26,264. partly because the 
homes are larger, and partly 
because they are fully fur¬ 
nished. 


The development was de¬ 
signed by architects Wagg 
and Hamilton, who empha¬ 
sized toe natural oontoun of 
the land in the plan, and left 
as many trees as possible on 
the site high up on Cook 
•Street overlooking toe city. 

The contractor was Patter¬ 
son Construction. 

F\iture plans call for an- 
fHher 81 units of housing, at 
an estimated $1,518,750, and 
expansion of toe day-care 
centre on the main building 
fur a hnther $33,000. 

Also planned are four apart¬ 
ment blocks on miside. each 
of 50 units of one and a half 
bedrooms, designed for a 
parent with only one child. 
Eadi of the buildings will 
have its own self-contained 
day care centre.

WASFHNGTON (UPI) — A 
team scientists has found 
evidence that women taking 
birth control pills appear 
, more likely than non-users 
«jiu fuen to tuner oreakage of 
chromosomes, toe threadlike 
bodies which carry genet con¬ 
trolling heredity. 

But toe researchers con¬ 
ducting a study for the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health 
(NTH) caution that the 
is not over yet and that its 
imi)licatk)ns for htanan health 
•till are unclear. 

For example, an NIH 
spokesman said similar chro¬ 
mosome breaks can be caused 
by some drugs, infections or 
commonly consumed sub¬ 
stances like coffee. 

About 8.5 million American 
women use birth control pills. 

“Our data show a small but 
significant Increase in chromo¬ 
somal abberations in women 
who are taking oral coo- 
traceptives,” said the study 
by L. Gayle Littlefield, k gen¬ 
eticist, and her colleagues at 
Oak Ridge (Tenn.) A».sociated 
Universities. 

So far. the study has includ¬ 


ed more than 10,000 blood 
cells from three groups of 
persons. Some chromoeome 
breakage has been found in 
each of toe groups.-But the 
iverage incidence of break¬ 
age among pill users was 9.2 
per cent as opposed to 6.8 per 
cent for women not taking the 
pall and 5.5 per cent for men. 

Mrs. Uttlefleld told UPI In 
a telephone Interview that 
none of the pill users in the 
study have stopped taking it 
and that she hu not advised 
them to stop. 'The findings of 
toe project, now two-thirds 
complete, are too uncertain to 
warrant such advice, she 
said.

There’s more than enough 
public concern over pollution 
but efforts to bring about 
changes are systematically 
frustrated, John White, pres¬ 
ident of SPEC’s Victoria 
branch said Monday. 

White was commenting on 
statements earlier Monday 
from delegates to a confer¬ 
ence in Halifax on pollution 
control who stated lack of 
public ccmcem was one of the 
major barriers facing govern¬ 
ments and scientista in their 
war against pollution. 

“There’s no real lack of 
public concern; there’s just 
no effective means for con¬ 
cerned citizens to channel 
their opinions and efforts,” 
White said. 

"The sad fact is that It’s 
stiU more profitable to pollute 
and do destructive things than 
to control pollution,” he said. 

“I am sure that 95 per cent 
of the residents in Victoria 
don’t want a wall of highrises 
at the Inner Harbor but that’s 
pix»bably what we’ll get. It 
seems govemAients just don’t 
act aco(H*ding to the wishes of 
the people,” White said. 

In Halifax, Christian De- 
Ijiet secretary-getieral d 
th# Canadian Council of Re¬ 
source Ministers, told a news 
conference governments had 
enacted “enough good leglsla- 
tioo” to fight polluters and 
pollution but theie was a need 
to “activate it.” People 
should not pass the pollution 
bu^. 

Snforcement was a prob¬ 
lem. There was gap between 
“the inherent capacity of the 
law and the awareness of citi¬ 
zens.’’ 

Dr. P. D. McTaggart-Co- 
wan, executive director of the 
Science OcMincil of Canada, 
said die country “still lacks 
the level of public commit¬ 
ment to make legislatioo 
wdtk.”

G«ranHiins M«m to h«v« done exoep* 
tlonaUy wtU thla y««r, and 1 cannot 
raoall any aaaaon in which the plants 
have grown lo sturdily nor bloomed ao 
profusely. This may have been due to 
the weather pattern, but I think a more 
likaiy reaaon for this vigorous growth Is 
because we are getting better plants 
nowadays. 

It is known fact that msmy of our 
older stains and varieties are infected 
with a virus that lowers the vitality of 
the plant without showing any obvious 
symptoms. The infectkw has been so 
widespread that we have oome to ac¬ 
cept as normal the rather poor per- 
formance of moat geraniums, 
e e e 

Now, for the first time, we are get¬ 
ting disease-Tree plants, thinks to new 
techniques in propagation, and these 
new, vigorous plants are showing up the 
old ones for the sickly creatures they 
really were. 

Whatever the reason, geranlunts in 
formal beds, in planters and window 
boxes, in hanging baskets and omamen 
tal urns, have never looked more color¬ 
ful. The problem now is how to bring 
them safely through the winter, tor buy¬ 
ing new plants every spring is an ex¬ 
pensive business. 

To use an Irish turn of speech, the 
best way to save your fdants is to scrap 
them, l^ke slips from your old plants. 


then puU up the old onaa and gi\’e them 
the old heaveJw. Grow the cuttings on 
through the winter to maloe new plants 
tor setting out next spring. 

Actually, such vigorous young plants 
are (hr superior to oveiNwintered parent 
plants which are almoet always lanky, 
poorly binned, and with an overage 
root system. 

The best slips are of young well- 
ripened shoots — firm, short-jointed 
growths from the parent stems — but at 
a plnoh you could use almoet any por¬ 
tion of the plant except very eoft, flabby 
shoots with long, bare intervals between 
the leaves. Make your cut immediately 
lielow a leaf, five or six inches from the 
Up of tlw shoot, and strip off all the 
leaves except those at the tip. 

Moisten the cut end of each slip and 
dip it in Seradix or Rootone rooting 
powder. Shake off any excess dust, for 
only a very thin coaUng la wanted, and 
insert around the edge of a flower pot 
rilled loocely with a mixture of equal 
parts damp peat moss and vemUculite. 
e ♦ ♦ 

You can get from five to nine slips In 
each |iot, de|iending on its diameter, so 
this method doesn't take up a great 
deal of room Keep the rooUng mixtuie 
only just barely moist, never soggy wet. 
tor geranium slips are highly prone to 
rot diseases. 

Keep your pots or slips at ordinaiy 


room temparaturc and in a good light 
but out of direct sunshine until roots 
have tormed, as indicated by new 
growth at the Ups. Them move them to 
a sunny window of a very cool room, 
watering sparingly. This oomblnaticm of 
bright sunshine, cool air and dryish 
roots will slow down growth and makes 
for a stocky, short-jointed, well- 
branched plant vastly superior to lush. 
i»ap|)y specimens which have been panv- 
p«^ in warmth.

Careless Practices Endanger Fish 


Logging Firms May Face Charges 


’The Fish and Wildlife 
Branch of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment warned Monday that 
forest industry companies 
may face charges if logging 
ojjerations on Vancouver Is¬ 
land continue to pose an un¬ 
necessary threat to fish. 

Taking a tough stance in its 
monthly report, the branch 
said careless logging prac¬ 
tices in Vancouver Island wa¬ 
tersheds “continue to be the 
number one fisheries problem 
in the region.’* 

The report adds? “Despite 
almost continuous meetings 


and communications with 
forest companies, severe prot^ 
lems continue to show up.” 

In August, according to tlie 
branch, spring damage was 
found in Kinkade Creek, de¬ 
scribed as a very important 
Little Qualicum River tribu¬ 
tary. Similar damage Waa 
also found in the middle fork 
of Nltinat River, Upper Has- 
1am Creek and a number of 
streams crossing the new 
Gold River-Tahsis logging 
road. 

“There is no doubt that 
every logging operator on 


Vancouver Island la aware of 
stream prv lection require¬ 
ments for trdut and salmon.” 
ti)e report says, “yet easily, 
avoidable damage is still very 
common. 

*1t appears that jnw-boning 
and education are not solving 
the problem in some areas 
and stringent law enforce¬ 
ment measures may he neces¬ 
sary In the near future.” 

Ed Vernon, wlio heads the 
branch,*said in an interview, 
that any such charges would 
involve the federal Fisheries 


Act. He did not name the log¬ 
ging operations Involved. 

MacMlUan Bloedel Ltd. 
holds tree farm licences In 
tlie Little Qualicum and Ni- 
tlnat River watemheds. 

A tree farm licence Is held 
by Crown Zellerbach Canada 
Ltd. in the Hsslam Creek — 
Nanaimo River district, while 
Tabsis Company Ltd. has a 
similar licence in tlie Tahsis 
— Gold River area. 

In the same report, the 
branch says the Dean River 
fishery on the Mainland will 
be threatened unless logging 


p r o c e d u r e’s in the rh'er’s 
watershed are “drastically al- 
tei-ed.” 

Tlie report says large areas 
along the river near Bella 
Coola have been cut clear to 
tlie water’s edge, with debris 
and slash burned away. Only 
large rocks are left in the, 
clearings. 

Because of the location, 
heavy coastal rains “scour 
and cause extensive erosion 
thus adding to the silt load in 
tlie .sti'eam, as well as gra¬ 
dually changing the tempera¬ 
ture regime,” the report says.
